REED IN COURT, 
SHUDTS ACCUSING 
BRIDE AT HOME 


Isadore Phillips Had Promised 
Police Judge to Make 
Up Quarrel. 








Isadore Phillips shot his bride of three 
months Friday, less than an hour after 
they had promised, in police court, thar 
they would live peaceably. He wounded 
her twice in the head, the bullets flat- 
teninig against her skull. 

The sidewalk in front of the house 
at 1424 Old Manchester road, was 
th: scene of the tragedy, and the 
shots were fired as Mrs. Phillips, after 
a renewal of the violent quarrel which 
had sent them to Police Court, was has- 
tening to call a policeman. 

“You come back,’’ the infuriated hus- 
band called as the wife hurried out, 
and when she did not heed Aim, he 
seized his revolver from the bureau and 
began firing at her. Two of the bul- 
lets missed her. 

Wanted to Kill Both. 

“Tf wanted to kill her and myself to,” 
he said to Police Sergeant Armstrong a 
few minutes later, as he rode, in the 
Sergeant’s care, to the Magnolia Avenue 
Station. 

“TI sure did want to get rid of her,’’ he 
repeated. Then he said, ‘‘Look at my 
right ear, and you'll see the mark of 
the hot revolver barrel. It isn’t my 
fault I’m here instead of being in the 
dead wagon.”’ 

Boarders in the Phillips home told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that it was their 
presence there which caused the trouble 
between Phillips and his wife. 
“Phillips objected to his wife keeping 
boarders,’’ said Luther Alexander, one 
of the lodgers, ‘‘and they had quarreled 
for a week. Tuesday she had him ar- 
rested after a quarrel in which she said 
he slapped her. Then he wanted a sep- 
aration, but they could not agree on a 
division of the furniture. He claimed it 
and she claimed it. There is $800 worth 
of furniture in the house. 

“They had not lived happily since 
their marriage and were constantly 
quarreling. She came home first from 
Police court and he followed on the 
next car. As soon as he came in the 
house they quarreled again, and he 
Struck her several times. 

“They fought up and down the stair- 
way and then she ran out on the street 
to call an officer. He followed and shot 
her.”

SACRAMENTO, Cal., Feb. 5.—The 
House decided today to postpone ac- 
tion on the Japanese school bill until 
Wednesday. The vote was unanimous. 


SACRAMENTO, Cal., Feb. 5.—Gov. 
Gillett sent to the Assembly today a 


special message appealing to that body 
to rescind its action of yesterday by 
which the Japanese schoo! segregatian 
bill was passed. .The Governor calls at- 
tention to the contention of Japan, 
which is not refuted by the United 
States Government, that the bill as 
passed violates the treaty rights of the 
empire. 

He does no enter into a discussion of 
the merits of this position, stating that 
it is a debatable question, but reiterates 
that Japan would consider it an un- 
friendly act to exclude from the publie 
schools the children of its subjects.

Telegram From President, 

“Within a few hours after the passage 
of said bill, the President of the Inited 
States, alarmed at the possible conse- 
quences of the enactment of such a 
law, Bent to me a telegram containing 
the following language: 

This is the most offensive bill of 
ail and in my judgment. is clearly; 
unconstitutional and we shall at 
once have to test it in the courts. 
Can It not be Stopped in the Legis- 
lature or by veto? 

“A telegram go forcible as this com- 
ing. from the President of the United 
States is entitled to full consideration 
and demands that no hasty or ill-consid- 
ered action be taken by this State which 
may involve the whole country. 

“It seems to me it is time to lay sen- 
timent and personal opinion and other 
considerations aside and take a broad 
and unprejudiced view of the important 
question involved in the proposed legis- 
lation, and in a calm and dispassionate 
manner pass upon them, keeping in 
mind not only the interests of our State 
but of the Nation as well and the duty 
we Owe to it in observing the treaties 
entered into by it with a friendly 
power.’

BALTIMORE, Feb. 5'—Joseph Janer 
took another step towards his punhish- 
ment today when the grand jury in- 
dicted him on a charge, the maximum 
penalty for which is death-.in this State. 

Meanwhile Katherine Loerch, the lit- 
tle girl whose story landed Janer in a 
cell, is at the House of the Good Shzp- 
herd, where she will remain until his 
trial, 

Janer is in a state of collapse in his 
cell. When the turnkey went to rouse 
him this morning, the accused man 
seemed to be.dazed... Not until whisky 
was given him did he become conscious 
enough to eat a‘light breakfast. He 
seems now fully to realize his predicta- 
ment and that unless the girl’s story is 
disproved, which does not seem. liékely, 
he probably has less than two months 
to live. , 

State’s Attorney Owens said today 
that he would proceed with the trial! of 
Janer at once and that he hoped to call 
the case Feb. 15. Janer will be given 
the option of a jury trial or a trial by 
court. If he chooses the latter three 
judges will probably be on the bench as 
is customary in important cases. 

A strange feature of the whole affair 
is that the Loerc# child insists that she 
came here against her own wish, but 
with her mother’s consent, and that the 
mother said she expected to join Janer 
and Katherine as soon as Loerch, her 
consumptive husband, was dead and 
buried. 

Janer, the child says, has exercised a 
strange influence over her, compelling 
her to submit to his Own strong will. 


Man's Iafluence Over Giri. 


A morbidly curtous crowd gathered 
outside of the grand jury rooms to get 
a glimpse of Janer and little Katherine. 
The girl, who had spent the night at 
the Central Police Station in the care 
of Matron Fay, perched for a while in a 
chair in the narrow hallway leading to 
the grand jury chamber. Her feet did 
vot nearly touch the floor. 

She wore a small, cheap felt hat with 
a pathetic attempt at decoration, and 
the long brown coat in which she was 
dressed when she made the trip to this 
city with Janer. On her little finger 
was a thin gold ring, of which she 
seemed to be very proud. While wait- 
ing In her chair she toyed childilke with 
the little pink slip of paper which was 
to pass her In before the inquest.

After Jones was killed Gloor told his 
friends that he knew of no business 
troubles between the two men, and 
that he was on terms of the closest in- 
timacy with them both and would surely 
know it. 

About a month ago Gloor and Jones 
bought the stock in the concern owned 
by Kretschmar, and Drummond Jones, 
the son of Mr. Jones, entered the com- 
pany.

Union Electric Will ‘Get the 
Contract for Lighting 
Downtown Section. 





The Sunlight Street Lighting Co. of 


| Pittsburg submitted the lowest of the 


bids offered Friday for the 10-year con- 


tract, beginning Dec. 1, 1910, for lighting 
the residence district with gas incan- 
descent lamps. 

Its bid was $5.50 for 1000-mantle-lamp 
hours. This will make the total cost for 
the 10 years $4,961,000. 

The Welsbach Street Lighting Co., 
which holds the present, contract was 
the next lowest bidder with an offer ‘to 
furnish the light at $5.62 for 1000 lamp 
hours, which would make the total cost 
for the 10 years $4,968,162. The American 
Street Lighting Co. of Baltimore sub- 
mitted a bid of $6.50. 

Will Save $114,762 Annually. 

The average cost of each lamp under 
Sunlight company’s bid will be 
$22.50 a year, compared with $25.75 under 
the present contract, and the saving 
to the city will be $114,762 a year. 

The Union Electric Light and Power 
Co. submitted the lowest bid for elec- 
tric lighting in the underground district 
and for lighting the public buildings and 
alleys. 

In comparison with the present prices 
the city on all of the contracts will 
Save $924,279.49 in the 10 years’ life of 
the franchises. 

The price of arc lights in the under- 
ground district will be reduced from $98 
a year each to £% a vear. 

In the lighting of publie buildings 
alone there will be a saving of $27,859.57. 

The Union Electric will do this work 
for $3.75 a kilowatt, compared with its 
present rate of $4.75. 

Will Use More Big Lights. 

Along with the reduction of the total 
cost of lighting there will be an increase 
in the volume of service. There will be 
1200 electric arc lights compared with 
the present equipment of 1196. The 
number of incandescent alley lights will 
be increased from 800 to 1000. and in the 
residence district there will be 21,929 gas 
lamps, compared with the present quota 
of 20,000. 

The Laclede Gaslight Co., a fellow- 
member of the North American Co., bid 
5 cents a kilowatt against the Union 
Electric bid of 3.75 a kilowatt for the 
lighting of m@hicipal bulldings. It was 
not a competitor for the gas lighting. 

Any outside company which obtains 
the contract will have to purchase its 
gas from the Laclede company. 


OVATION FOR GOV. HASKELL

MUSKOGEE, Ok., Feb. 5.—Gov.

BOOK TRUST OUSTED BY TEXAS 


Fine of $15,000 Assessed by Com- 


promise in $3,000,000 Suit. 

DALLAS, Tex., Feb. 5&—The ouster 
proceedings against the American Book 
Co., which have been in progress for the 
past three days in the Fifty-third Dis- 
trict Court, came to an abrupt termina- 
tion at Austin with an agreed judgment 
in favor of the State for $15,000 penalties 
and ouster from the State. 

A restraining order was also issued 
against the American Book Co. of New 
Jersey, now defunct, and the New York 
company is to withdraw from the State. 
The principal reasongs for the compro- 
mising was that the company has no 
property in the State which could be 
levied on in case the larger penalties 
were obtained.

Statement to Police Captain,

W. W. Pascal of 2522 Prairie avenue, 
a miller, of the Commonwealth Feed 
Co., testified that after Kretschmar 
shot Jones he came out into the mill 
where Pascal was working. Kretsch- 
mar had a pistol in his hand. 

“Kretschmar beckoned me _ toward 
him,”’ he testified, ‘‘and said: ‘Go in 
there; I have shot Jones. We passed the 
lie and he came toward me and his 
hand went to his hip pocket and I shot 
him. Go through him and see if you 
don’t find his gun.’ ”’ 

Brother Testifies. 

George P. Jones, Police Commission- 
er, was so moved that he was scarcely 
able to testify when he was called to 
the witness stand. He said that he was 
at the Mercantile Club when he was 
notified over the telephone that his 
brother had been murdered. He told of 
finding the letters which had caused the 
trouble in Kretschmar’s hand. 

There was no indications of a strug- 
gle in the office. 

Kretschmar was asked to make a 
statement to the jury if he wished to, 
and replied to the Coroner: “I prefer, if 
you please, not to make a statement.”

It will be harder to “lose” a husband 
or a wife in St. Louis divorce courts in 
future, if the plan adopted by Circuit 
Judge George H. Williams for handling 
default cases is taken up by his asso- 
clates on the berich.

Eugene S. Wilson, whose law office 
is with the firm of Nagel & Kirby, has 
been appointed by Judge Williams to 
make inquiry into three default divorce 
cases as “‘next friend’’ of the Court, 

Will Question Defendants, 

Mr. Wilson has been instructed by the 
Court to see the defendants, when pos- 
sible, and to learn why they are wil.ing 
to let the cases go by default. He is to 
find out the probable disposition of chil- 
dren, the property holdings of the par- 
ties to the suit, and any other facts 


|which will help the Judge to determine 


|Whether the divorce ought to be grant- 
ed. He is to represent the State, which, 
Judge. Williams holds, is properly a 
third party to a divorce suit. 

His fee, $ in each case, will be added 
te the costs and paid by the person 
against whom the Court assesses the 
costs.

Judge 
Hitchcock has ordered that such cases, 
instead of being grouped on his docket 
and disposed of by wholesale, shall be 
distributed among other cases, and shall 
be heard at the rate of not more than 
eix a day.. 

Judge Hitchcock, in issuing the order, 
to Clerk Fout of his court, indicated 
that he wished to avoid the “bargain 
day”’ crows of divorce seekers, their 
friends and onlookers, which have been 
features of default day in the past 

Judge Williams, speaking Friday of 
his new practice of appointing an inves- 
tigator for uncontested divorce cases, 
said: 

“This appointment was made, in each 
case, with the consent of the attorneys. 
The law does not provide for the ap- 
pointment of an amicus curiae in di- 
vorce cases, but where counsel’s consent 
is obtained, the appointment of a next 
friend for the Court is possibie. 

“The State is really the third party 
in divorce cases, and when the defen- 
dant does not take sufficient interest to 
appear, it is to the public’s interest to 
have inquiry made, to see that there is 
no abuse of the statute. 

“The task of cross-examining the 
plaintiff and witnesses will also be 
taken by the ‘next friend’ of the Court, 
and the Court will thus be relieved of 
a heavy burden. Heretofore I have 
had to act as prosecutor, cross-exam- 
iner and jury in cases of this kind.” 

Attorney Wilson, who becomes, by 
+ Judge Williams’ selection, the first de- 
fault divorce investigator, said Friday 
that he expected to make all necessary 
inquiries himself, but will not undertake 
to do any “ahadowing.’’ He has no ap- 
propriation for detective hire, he said. 
He believes he has power to issue a 
subpena, but said he did not expect, in 
most cases, to do so. 

“My method of investigation,” he 
said, ‘‘will depend on the ellegations 
and other apparent conditions in each 
case. I shall call on defendants when 
possible, and shall in some cases inter- 
view neighbors and disinterested friends 
of the principals. I shall file a report, 
and if there is reason to doubt the merit 
of a case, I shall be on hand to cross- 
examine the plaintiff and witnesses 
when the case is tried.’

Thomas Morgan, who in December, 
1906, killed Harry Dion with a hatch- 
et in a South St. Louis saloon, driving 
the blade through his skull, has been 
released from the Penitentiary at Jef- 
ferson City through the efforts of Mrs. 
Evelyn True Reid, and the Rev. Taylor 
Bernard, charity workers. He is now 
at the nome of Mrs. Reid’s mother, 2618 


Lafayette avenue. 

A few days before he retired from the 
Governor’s office, Gov. Folk made the 
order releasing Morgan Feb. 1. When 
asked about the pardon Friday, Gov. 
Folk said he did not recall that he had 
issued it. Morgan began a 20-years’ sen- 
tence in July, 1907. 

Was a Nurse. 

Before the crime Morgan had been for 
several months a nurse in the Missouri 
Pacific Hospital. There Mrs. Reid be- 
came acquainted with him during her 
charity visits to patients. After leaving 
the hospital, Morgan nursed an insane 
patient at the patient’s home for sev- 
eéral months and was finally ordered by 
doctors to cease nursing insane pa- 
tients, the doctors telling him he would 
lose his mind if he continued such as- 
sociations. 

His patient died, and a few days later 
Morgan went to a saloon in South St. 
Louis, where he spent the most of the 
night drinking. 

In the morning Dion entered the sa- 
loon and Morgan, who Mrs. Reid con- 
tends was insane at the time, started a 
quarrel with him. Morgan picked up a 
hatchet from a box which was being 
unloaded in front of a store adjoining 
the saloon and re-entering the barroém, 
struck Dion with the sharp edge of the 
blade between the eyes. Dion died with- 
in a few minutes. 

Morgan made no defense, entering a 
plea of guilty in the Circuit Court at 
Clayton and was sentenced to serve 
2) years in the Penitentiary. His sen- 
tence was made no heavier because of 
the representations that Morgan was 
not in his right mind at the time of 
the murder. 

Mrs, Reid’, Efforts Untiring. 

Mrs. Reid, who had known Morgan 
In the Hospital, interested herself in 
obtaining a pardon for him. She was 
untiring in her efforts. Her petition 
for clemency bore the signatures of 
Jobn Johnston, Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney, Deputy Sheriff Shores, Rob- 
ert Shackelford and J. C. Kiskaddon. 
Circuit Judge McElhinney and Prose- 
cuting Attorney Roland Johnston re- 
fused to sign the petition. Judge Mc- 
Elhinney wrote Gov. Folk that Mor- 
gan should be kept in the Peniten- 
tlary until he was sent to an asylum. 

The pardon was granted by Gov 
Folk on the representations that” Mor- 
gan had suffered an injury to his. head 
which because of his nursing of an 
insane man and of the whisky he had 
drunk rendered him insane. Mrs. Reid 
says he has entirely recovered his mind 
and that she is certain he will be a 
good citizen. 

Promises Good Behavior. 

“He will not remain here at our 
home very long,’ said Mrs. Reid, “but 
my mother and I will look after him 
for a few days until he finds work. I 
have told him he must never take an- 
other drink, and he has promised me 
he never will. I believe him. You 
know, he is really only out on parole, 
and if I ever knew of him drinking 
again, I would be as true to society as 
I have been to what I believed to be 
right in this matter, and I would ask 
the Governor to return him to the Pen- 
itentiary to serve the remainder of his 
sentence.”’

The school children from St. Louis will 
here view a spectacle of unrivaled 
splendor. President Roosevelt and the 
President-elect, escorted by West Point 
and Annapolis cadets, several\regiments 
of regulars, 3000 sailors from the fleet 
just completing its tour of the world, 
national guardsmen from many of the 
states, including our own Missouri, will 
pre *d through veritable bowers of 
* , bunting and decorative arches. 

4 eight Pompeian columns, to be 
erected at Jackson place, will be the 
main feature of the decorations. The 
columns will be 50 feet 7 Inches in 
height, with 6-foot pedestals. One-third 
of the column from its base will be of 
a deep orange, entwined with natural 





greens and laurel leaves and set with 
an American eagle in a bower draped 
with the nation’s flags in the back- 
ground. The section above will be 
white, with perpendicular streamers of 
green, intended to give the effect of 
the fluting on the columns after which 
they are modeled. Above this section 
will be a row of electric lights in the 
neck of the column, and on top a huge 
basket, four and a half feet in diameter, 
holding large palms and overflowing 
with artificial flowers. 


Lined With Spars. 
Both sides of the court of honor will 


be lined with spars, 33 feet apart, from 
which red and white streamers, bearing 
the letters T and 8S, will be hung. “The 
spars will be laced with gold cord and 
baskets of flowers will be set on top. 
Six standards, similar to these spars, 
will be placed around the base of each 
of the columns, and in addition to the 
streamers will be decorated with a 
plaque and shield bearing the names of 
Taft and Sherman, above which will be 
a small American eagle. Swags of 
garlands will run diagonally from col- 
umn to column at each intersection and 
in the center will be a large ball 5 feet 
in diameter, studded with electric lights 
and wound with streamers of ever- 
green, and smaller swags of incande- 
scents will be hung from the. garlands. 
Similar decorations will be suspendéd 
between the sparts along the rb op 
each side of the court as well as per- 
pendicularly from column to column.

UNION ELECTRIC MUST DEFEND 
CHARGE THAT IT IS A TRUST 


Under a ruling by Judge Grimm in the 
Circuit Court Friday, the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co. must make a de- 
fense to the suit instituted by Circuit 
Attorney Sager to oust it from the 
State, on the ground that it was a trust, 
operatea in restraint of trade by con- 
trolling prices. 

Shortly before Judge Daniel Taylor 
retired from the Circuit bench he sus- 
tained a demurrer filed by the lighting 
company. On a motion for a rehearing 
filed by Loomis C. Johnson, acting for 
the Circuit Atforney, the lighting com- 
pany filed a motion to strike out the 
motion for a rehearing. Judge Grimm 
sustained the Circuit Attorney and re- 
fused to strike out the motion. 

The next action by the Circuit Attor- 
ney was the filing of a motion to strike 
out the lighting company’s demurrer. It 
was this motion which was sustained 
Friday by Judge Grimm. 

If the case had stood under the ruling 
of Judge Taylor sustaining the demur- 
rer, the prosecution of the anti-trust ac- 
tion against the company would have 
been ended. As it now stands there is 
no further opportunity for further de- 
murrers,’ and the case must go to trial 
on its merits.

BERLIN, Feb. 5.—Floods following 
several days of heavy rains are causing 
a serious situation in many parts |

SACRAMENTO, Cal., Feb. 5.—Racing 
of all kinds, thoroughbred and harness, 
was killed in this State when the Sen- 
ate passed the Walker-Otis bill by a 
vote of 33 to 7.
